. Hongkong ® February 22. 

In the House of Commons, Colonel John Ward asked for an 
early statement on the subject of representation of the British com- 
manity on the Legislative Council of Hongkong, in view of the 
pressing necessity of representation of the British attitude on the 
queation of slavery and the employment of young children. 

Mr. Churchill replied that it had been decided to make no 
change in the numbers or mode of selection of the Legislative 
Council, whoso presetit European members are fully able to 
represent tho British attitude on all social questions. 

: London, February 22. 

In the House of Commons, Colonel John Ward asked whether 
immediate steps would be taken to construct a high-power wireless 
station in Hongkong, in accordance with the suggestion in a despatch 
fromthe Government of Hongkong, dated April 25, 1919. 

Mr, Churchill replied that the Governor of Hongkong had not 
expressed a desire to proceed with this scheme separately from that 
of the Imperial Wireless Committee, and it ia intended to await his 
viewe before considering further steps. : :

THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 


Differences Between the Allies. 


London, February 22, 

' ‘The proceedings at the London Conforence are‘ boing narrowly 
watched in Paris, where proparations are already being made in 
political circles to overthrow M. Briand if he proves too conciliatory. 
The veoent vloction of ex-President..Foincare as President of the 
Senacorial Foreign Committes is régarded as significant in this con- 
necti n. M. Poincare, who is a most stalwart .upholder of French 
views, is alroady marked out as the successor of M. Briand. * It is 
reporied that mysterious military confabulations are proceeding in 
Pairix with a view to having everything ready against tho moment 
for enforcing Treaty rights against Germany. 

Though the Conferetice yesterday. afternoon was confined to 
merely preliminary examinations, the suddenness of its opening 
betok:-ned differences between Britain on one side ‘and France and 
Italy on the othe. for the British planned that the conference of 
Greeks and Turks should open to-day. Attero frank talk yesterday 
betweon the British, French and Italian dolegates for the purpose of 
eliciting any concrete Franco-Italian proposals, the position now 
is that the Allies await the Turco-Greek views before examining 
their own differences. It is known that Britain favours the mainten- 
ance of the Turkish Treaty while Italy and France desire 
a revision, the former because resentful of Greece's gains and 
the latter tier alia because she desires to escape 
the commitments in Cilicia by arrangement with the Kemalists. 
Therefore Count Sforza, General Gouraud and other Fronch military 
officials were the.chief catechists of the Greeks yeate:day, while the 
British and Japanese military oxperts were silent, though Mr 


_ Lloyd George also exhaustively questioned M. Calogeropoulos 


regarding the morale and effectives of the Greek Army. The British 
and French military experts disagree on the spbject of the Kema- 
liste’ strength, the former disbelieving Kemal Pasha’s grandiose 
pretensions and the latter opining that the Kemalists are formidable 
opponents. ; : 

Tho decision taken yeaterday morning as regards Upper Silesia 
marked. a welcome compromise in, the conflicting Anglo-French 
views, and it finally disposes of rumours that the Allies have bribed 

‘ Germany to mect the reparations claims by indefinitely postponing 
plebiscite, while France's assent to- out-votera, who are mostly 
Germans, voting on the same day as the residents is counterbalanced 
by Britain's undertaking to send troops to prevent disturbances, 
which the French feared. 


The Turkish Problem. 


London, February 22. 

The British, French, Italian .and Japanese delegates met in 
couference at Downing Street this morning and exchanged views on 
the Treaty of Sevres. They invited the Turkish delegates to attend 
a meeting to-morrow, but owing to the illness of Tewfik Pasha, who 
is confined to bed with a chill, the Turkish problem may not be con- 
sidered before Thursday. The Greok General Maglinse and Colonel 
Thoeunis, accompanied by. a Belgian delegate; attended during the 
conference. It is understood that the Greek Army is scarcely able 
to undertake a successful adventure in Anatolia without. Allied aid 
and that M. Briand is strongly averse to the removal of the Allied 
embargo against the Greeks at present raising foreign loans.

Some Close Finishes Witnessed.” 


The sporting event of year— 
Hongkong’s Race Meeting—open- 
ed to-day under the pleasantest 
of auspices. It is an event that 
bas beén looked forward to with 
very great anticipation for it has 
been known long since that, given 
find weathor, the 1921. Meeting 
would prove to be a record. It 
can be safely said that nevor be- 
fore has pony racing in Hongkong 
been so enthusiastically supported 
or so koenly followed. When the 
ponies began to arrive from the 
North during November and 
December it seemed as if. there 
would be no end to them. There 
were over’ 200 ponies io the 
stables at one tims and, although 
a fair numbor of these have since 
been discarded, the entries con- 
stitute a very easy record. 

Figures speak louder than any- 
thing else, and the following will 
prove the wonderful popularity 
that racing is now enjoying. 
Taking ponies first, there were 107 
entered for the meeting in 1918. 
119 in 1919, 137 in 1920 and no 
fewer than 156 this year. This ia 
not merely a matter of individual 
owners having more ponies, but’ 
also ,due to the fact that the 
number of stables has increased. 
There were 38 stables in 1918, 43 
in 1919, 49 in 1920, whilet 58 is 
the number reached this year, 
Regarding entries, the amount of 
money paid in entrance fees is 
also a’ record, a total of about. 
$12,000 having been raid. In 1918 
there were 940 ‘entries, in 1919 


1,020, in 1920 nearly 1,500, By 


the time tha post’ -entrles 
for the Champion Stakes and 
the consolation races on the 
fourth day been received there 
will be well over 1,600 entries for 
this year. 

It is thus seen that our annual 
race meeting grows bigger and 
bigger each year. And this year's 
meeting is more than usually in- 
teresting by reason of the fact 
that for the first time in the 
history of Hongkong racing there 
ate a number of Jady. owners. 
This was niade possible by the 
alteration in the Jockey Club's 
rules last year. It is encouraging to 
find that five. lady owners figure 
in tho list, and doubtless this 
number willbe increased by the 
time anothér meeting. comes 
round. There are some extreme- 
ly big. stables this year, the list 
being headed by Mr. John Peel, 
who has no. le than 14 
in his string. Sit- Paul has 13. 
George Potts 11, Sir Ellis 
Kadoorie and Mr. Soares 
6 each and Mr. Fash and Mr. 
Nemazee five each. 

Of course the main interest will 
centre in the Derby being run. to- 
morrow. There were 27 entries 
for the classic event in 1915, 21 
in 1919, 31 in 1920, whilst: this 
year there are 92., Asa. godd 
many of these ponies have trained 
to something of a level it ia 
expevted that the field will be a 
large one. 

There have been one or two 
improvements carried out this 
year regarding the convenience 
of those within the enclosure. 
Three bamboo stands have been 
erected close to the Judge's Box 
and from these the public not able 
to find accommodation in the 
general stand will have good 
views of the racing. A new 
Judge’s' Box -has ‘also been 
provided. The stands and en- 
closure presented thelr usual gay 
appearance this morning, all the 
old favourite colours being seen.

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~  yHE- LONDON CONFERENCE. 


: q : London, Feb. 22. 
The inauguration of the Conferences in London, which affect the 
happenings, even the existence, of millions of people, are singularly 
lacking in spectgeular interest, the absence of big, popular figures 
like M.. Clemenceau, President Wilson and M. Venizelos probably, 
accounting for the smallneas of the crowd that, awaited the arrival 
of the delegates. Nevertheless the dgamatic elements were not 
wanting in confrontations of rivals among the numerous statesmen, 
officials and experts crowding the hotels. For instance the Kemalista, 
who declare they will not recugnise the Tewflkites, are staying at the 


Savoy where the Towfikites are also accomodated. 

Though the Conference yesterday afternoon was merely — for 
preliminary examinations, the suddenness of its opening betokened 
the differences of Britain on the one side and France and Italy on the 
other, for the British planned the conference of the Greeks ‘and Turks 
to open to-day after a frank talk yesterday among the Anglo-French- 
Stalian delegates for the purpose of eliciting. any concrete Franco- 
Italian proposals, The position now is that the Allies will await the 
Turco-Greek views before examining their own differences. It is 
known that Britain favours the maintenance of the Turkish Treaty. 
Italy and France desire a revision, the former. because she ia resentful 
‘of Greece’s gains and the latter, inter alia, because of her desires. to 
escape commitments in Cilicia by arrangement with the Kemalists. 

Therefore Signor Sforza, General Gouraud and other French 
military representatives were the chief catechists of the Greeks 
yesterday, while the British and Japanese military experts were 
silent, though Mr. Lloyd George also exhaustively questioned M. 
Calogeropoulos regarding the morale and effectives of the Greek Army. 
The British and French military experts disagree on the subject of 
the Kemalists strength, the former disbelieving Kemals grandiose 
pretensions and the latter being of the opinion that the Kemalists are 
formidable opponents. A decision taken yesterday morning as re- 
gards Upper Silesia marked a weleome compromise in conflicting 
Anglo-French. views, It finally disposes of the rumours that the 
Allies bribed Germany to ‘meet reparations claims by “indefinitely 
postponing the plebiscite, while France's assent to out-voters, who 
ate mostly Germans, voting on'the same day as residents, is counter- 


cr balanced by Britain's ‘undertaking to send troops to prevent dis- 


turbances which the French feared. 


SINN FEIN PLOTS. 


_ London, Feb. 22. 

The newspapers give: prominence to,the captured Sinn Fein 
document read by Sir Hamar Greenwood in the House of Commons 
yesterday, dealing with the appropriation of £30,000 for “operations 
abroad,” and outlining a scheme for wholesale destruction of property 
in England and Scotland and the encouragement of looting by mobs. 
The document was found in a raid on the headquarters of the Irish 
Republican Army, mentioned on 21st inst: It shows the intention not 
only to persist in a fire-raising.campaign but to destroy blast-furnaces, 
possibly coalmines, damage telegraphs and telephones and wreck 
trains and tramway-cars, 


“ATLANTIC BLIZZARD. . 


St. Johns (Newfoundland), Feb. 22. 

A blizzard is sweeping the Atlantic seaboard. It is the worst 
snowstorm experienced in Newfoundland this winter. Train and 
steamer services have been suspended and business is practically at 
a standstill. A fire, due to the use of candles, owing to the collapse 
of the electric system in consequence of the storm, destroyed the 
residence of the Roman Catholic Archbishop, who with nine priests 
and his domestic staff, narrowly escaped. 


‘JAPANESE POLICE OFFICIAL ROBBED IN BERLIN. 


2 Bertin, Feb. 22. 
Zukenari Jokomari, a former Japanese Minister of Police, who 
recently arrived on an official mission to investigate police crime and 
detection methods, has been robbed by thieves, who raided his hotel 
room while Jokomari and high German police officials were visiting 
criminal haunts, and secured £800 in English banknotes, passports 
and voluminous reports drawn up by Jokomari, praising the Berlin 
methods and describing the precautions taken against hotel thefts.

London, Feb. 22. 

It is announced that six new directors have been elected to the 
Board of the Banque Industrielle de Chine, including M. Emile Ogier

ITALIAN CONVENT 
SCHOOL. . 


Annual Report. 


The following report was read 
by the Correspondent of R. C, 
School, Very Rev, Fr. P. de Maria, 
at the informal distribution of 
prizes, held at’ the Covent on the 
21st inst. . 

It affords’ me very much plea- 
sure to present my report on the 
Italian Convent School for the 
past year and to record the fact 
remarked by the Inspector of Eng- 
lish Schools that “the School is 
evidently doing very good work.” 

The average daily attendance 
throughout the year was 407.54, 

jbeing one in excess of tho record 

number attained in 1919-1920, viz., 
406.58. The highest enrolment 
was attained in the month of 
May, when there were 454 scholars 
on the rolls, as compared with 
463 in March, 1919. 

The staff is now one of 13 
teachers and 4 assistant teachers, 
all of whom obtained — their 
third year’s teacher’s certificate at 
the local Technical Institute. The 
official inspection of the school 
was carried .cut on three oc- 
casions, viz, March 22nd, June 
2#rd and 25th, and it is a matter 
of gratification that in point of 
discipline and. sanitation _ the 
Inspector’s report has. been very 
good. Remarking generally: on 
the school as a whole the Inspec- 
tor reports that “in the lower 
classes music: plays a great part 
with very satisfactory results. 
The singing is certainly 3 help ta 
the learning of ‘English and 
brightens the school life: During 
fine weather drill is taken in the 
open air. Much recitation is done 
in the school: both together” and 
solo, and this teaches the pupils 
to speak out well. Great atten- 
tion is also paid to sewing and 
embroidery, and the results ap-| 
peared very attractive.

- From-the time China ceded the 
Island of Hongkong ‘to Great 
Britain in 1842, says Canton Timea, 
Britishera werd destined to play 
on increasingly important part 
io tho ‘trade and internal develop- 
ment of the _Kwangtung Province 
Controlling, as they: do, the only 
available seaport through which 
roust pass al! the imports and ex- 
porta of this province, the Govern. 
ment at Hongkong is ina position 
to facilitate or strangle the com- 
merce and trdea of Kwangtung. 
In a word, Canton ia, commercial- 
ly, at the mercy of Hongkong. 

That the Hongkong, or rather, 
the British authorities are aware of 
thoir ad vantage has been frequently 
demonstrated. ‘Whenever a: con- 
troversy ariaes between the govern- 
ment at Canton and Foreign 
Powers, there is always-a veiled 
threat given circulation to the effect 
that Hongkong will cut off all com- 
munication and isolate Canton from 
the rest of the world. This is the 
“Big stick’? which ia constantly 
held over the heads of the 
Cantonese. 

Now, there ia no reason why tho 
governments at Canton and Hong: 
kong. cannot co-operate for their 
mutual benefit. Kwangtung must 
have forcign capital for the develop- 
ment of her mines,- construction of 
her railways, and promotion of her 
industries. There ia every reasop 
for the Cantonese to give the British 
the first chance in all these projects.

The Jury on Crackér Bombs 


Yoeterday afternoon, Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell and a jury concluded 
the enquiry into the recent 
motor-car tragedy in which a 
number of Chinese were killed 
and injured. : 


The evidence of several wit- 
nesses was taken, including that 
of the driver of the car, who 
stated that a cracker exploded 
close to his steering wheel and 
some of the segments from it 
lodged in his eye. 


The Coroner then submitted the| | 


following questions to the jury to 
answer: 1, Was the car in good 
running order’ prior to the ac- 
cident? 2, Was the driver sober? 
8, Did the driver do. all he could 
under the circumstances? 4, What 
was the actual cause of the death 
of the woman, Cheung Kin, the 
subject of the enquiry?. The 
Coroner added that it was clear 
in his mind that the real cause of 
the accident was a cracker thrown 
either from the upper floors or by 
pedestrians, It hit the car, and 
the explosion temporarily blinded 
the driver with the result that he 
had to swerve his car suddenly 
when hq saw 8 small girl running 
in front of his car. If that was 
their finding they were justified in 
returning a verdict of man- 
slaughter against some person or 
persons unknown. ; ‘ 

The jury then retired, but was 
shortly recalled to the Court by’ 
the Coroner who informed them 
that Mr. Komor had ascertained 
that the speed meter of dar No.

Hollweg’s death concerns the 
future of his big book on the war. 
This was to be his vindication 
not only against the diplomacy 
of the Allies but also against his 
enemies of the General Staff in 
Gerszany, who after long efforte, 
succeeded finally in expelling 
him from 
says a writer in a Home journal 
Only the first volume has so fa, 
been published, and it onlr 
carries history up to the outbreay 
of thef war. The Chancellor’k 
opponents, on the other hands 
like Ludendorff and Tirpitz, have, 
already done their worst, hav- 
ing covered the whole war 
and published inumerable docu- 
ments to prove that it was 
not they but Bethmann Hollweg 
who lost the war. Many 
of these papers certainly either 
exhibit Bethmann’s point of view 
or are actually State documents 
written by him, but he must 
have had a great deat more to 
fsay on his own behalf, and he 
would certacaly have wished to 
rearrange the evidence in his 
own way.

JAPANESE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE IN 
CONFERENCE. 


Tho Japanese’ Chambers of Commerce have. just been in 
session, an! the extensive agenda contained resolutions upon many 
matters of first-class importance, especially in relation to China. 
Asa matter of fact, the programme was overloaded, between thirty 
and forty subjects being down for discussion. With only. three 
days available, the lime-was hardly adequate, to full treatment of 
all tho themes. A notablo feature of the proceedings was the 
presence of Mr. Yamasaki, the Consul-General at Shanghai, who 
surveyed the subject‘ of commerce in_ its wider aspects. ‘In the 
intimate relations between Japan and China,” he observed, “much 
depetds on the bodies which you represent,” and he asked his 
audience for sincerity of purpose, laying stress on the principle of 
the “open door" and equality of opportunity. Mr. Yamasaki 
enjoined co-operation with the people of other nations in helping 
China to develop hor resources, and having regard. to the vastness 
of these there.is scope for all, The meeting was evidently in general 
sympathy with the trend of the Consul-General’s statesmantike 
vlows. ‘ 

Japanese business men aro obviously at pains, especially having 
rogard to tho falling-off in industry after the boom, to cultivate the 
good graces of their huge neighbour. Tho boycott consequent upon 
Shantung hit Japanese trade beavily, and, for the matter of that, 
hag not boon without a detrimental effect upon Chinese commerce, 
so that in both countries there are movements for improving 
relations, The Japanese commercial community recently 
mado representations to their Government with a view to 
’ the solution of the Shantung problem, emphasising the 
. prejudicial effect which the dispute exorcised uo0n Japanese in- 
a dustries. Of course, Japanese traders are handicapped by the 
influence of the strong Chauvinistic clement, but the Government 
at Tokio is evidently recognising the need of doing something to 
conciliate her neighbour. Recently it made a provisional offer of 
a substantial grant towards the foundation of a University for 
Chineso students. Tho liberality of tho Japanese donations to the 
. Famine Fund, including a contribution from thousands of Japanese 
. children, has helped to a better spirit. 

Wide discussion has taken place of late in reference to 
. Japanese ambitions in China, and many reports of Japanese infringe- 
ment of China’s coversiaiweents have gained publicity, the precise 
value of which it is not always easy to asseas. Baron Hayashi 
recently assured a London interviewer that Japan sought no special 
rights in China, and fully subscribed to the doctrine of the open 
door. Wedo not know how far the repudiation of special rights 
would be indorsed by Tokio. Probably it ie largely 4 question of 
intorpretation. In a sense Japan, must have special. interests, if 
not special rights, owing to the natural factor of her propinquity. 
Politicul hogemony is another matter. So long as” tho England of 
the East” obsarves tho principle of the “open door,” it should be 
quito possiblo for the nations to York togethor without any 
abnormal frigtion. ; os,

The question of aviation insur- 
ance presents. a wider range of 
difficulties for the computator 
than those encountered in other 
directions of insurance business, 
since it is a well-known fact that 
depreciation estimated under this 
heading runs to a_ percentage 
which in terme of ordinary insur- 
ance, isout of proportion to the 
cost of the aeroplane itself. It has 
beon revealed that of the many 
insurance companies who are tak- 
ing up tho business of aviation in- 
surance not one of them could 
calculatoto a representative figure 


the accurate rate of depreciation | , 


on ‘which such insurance is based. 
Tho absence of uniformity in de- 
sign, the changes which are being 
constantly applied ‘with the view 
to improvement and the varying 
conditions of its service obviously 
creates a wide range Of difficulties 
inthe way of a computation of 
the rate, and may lead to some 
novel conditions being instituted 
ina policy thus granted. Such 
conditions if they have to do 
with the restriction of tho 
machine to the use documentally 
specified for it, or with the 
prohibition of any changes in the 
structure of the machine whilst 
under the poriod of insurance, 
may act ag an adverso factor in 
the development of aviation. In 
the case of the claim in regard to 
which the Union Insurance were 
the defendants, ono instance of 
the complexity in the nature of 
aviation insurance business has 
been dealt with, and the -docision 
given will no doubt have its 
reflection in the terms granted by 
insurance companies in future.

A _ well-known writer on 
aviation in a discussion on the 
rate of depreciation says that 
under this head is considered 


the steady depreciation that must | 
be taken into account whether) 


the machine is flown or not, it 
being a well established fact that, 
despite all reasonable care that 
can be taken of it, if an ain 
machine of whatever character 
is placod in a hangar and left 
there for any length of time, it 
loses a great portion of its former 
value. In the first place, the 
fabric will have become soggy, 
and certain parts.of the wood-— 
work will, in all probability, 
have warped. This would 
necessitate, sooner. or later,’ 
a very complete and thorough 
overhauling. A still more serious 
factor, however, that must be 
considered is for that due to 
obsolescence, within the period 
of afew years the machine will 
have lost, practically, all of its 
original value. It is reasonably 
safe to say that the machine of 
to-day will not be flownin general 
use four years hence, The air- 
plane is in a state of constant 
evolution, both as to type and 
construction, and this fact must 
not be lost sight of. This is parti- 
cularly true of the present time 
when most of the machines on the 
market have been built for war 
purposes with the lowest possible 
factor of safety and the greatest 
possible speed and climb.
